Much of the gain in home own- 
ership resulted from new con- 
struction, the bureau said. Some 
resulted from the sale of exist- 
ing rental homes for owner oc- 
cupancy. In 1950 about 233,100 


of the occupied dwelling units 
were owner-occupied; in 1940 the

Colonel McCormick denies frequent accu- 
sations that the mews columns of the 
Tribune are distorted and loaded with edi- 
torial comment. 

While Secretary of State Acheson was 
testifying recently before the Senate com- 
mittee investigating the dismissal of General 
MacArthur, the Tribune carried a story of 
more than seven columns. 

The last paragraph contained the “lead” 
used by the New York Times, the New York 
Herald Tribune and other metropolitan 
papers — that Secretary Acheson disclosed 
that General MacArthur and two other offi- 
cers sent a secret dispatch Dec. 7, 1945, 
urging that the United Statts Ambassador 
work for a compromise between the Chinese 
Communists and Nationalists. 

The Tribune’s “lead” and headline were 
based on a speech by Congressman Paul W. 
Shafer, of Michigan, in which Shafer called 
Secretary Acheson ‘“‘an admitted liar.” 

“What ulterior purpose can you imagine 
a newspaper can have strong enough to in- 
duce it to adulterate the article it sells?” 
Colonel McCormick demanded. 

“Would you expect a milk company with 
millions of dollars invested in a collection 
and distribution system to put ipecac or 
prussic acid in the milk?”

Anti-British Sentiment

Colonel McCormick, an omnivorous reader 
of history and the author of historical works, 
recalled that his first books were ““Fhe Devon 
Boys,” by G. Manville Fenn, and the Henty 
series, which “taught English boys a strongly 
patriotic form of history.” 


“I recall that when I was 9 years old my 
grandfather found me reading ‘The White 
Company,’ by Conan Doyle,” Colonel Mc- 
‘Cormick said, “and took it from me, thrusting 
a biography of Gen. Grant in my hands. I 
have always suspected that Grandfather Medill 
enjoyed the confiscated book himself.” 

Colonel McCormick, whose boyhood ambi- 
tion was to become a Naval officer—his eyes 
kept him out of Annapolis—never lost his ad- 
miration for Gen. Grant. Later he was. to 
‘write a biography of Grant, picturing him as 
'a military miracle without precedent in his- 


‘tory. 


Personality in Legen. :, 
Some True and Some Not. 


As might be anticipated of a man of di- 
| verse and perverse personality, many legends, 
some of them true, devolve about the 
Colonel’s mannerisms. No longer does he 
practice polo shots from a mechanical horse 
in the Tribune Tower and he has largely 
given up horseback riding. 

He dismisses as apocryphal an oit-told tale 
which has him emerging astride a charger 
from a horse van at an employes’ picnic at 
his 800-acre estate near Wheaton, 29 miles 
from his office. 

“Did you ever see a horse van?” the 
Colonel asks plaintively. “Just imagine me, 
a man six foot, four inches tall, riding a 
horse in a van, What would I do. with my 
head?”

These recommendations, of which that of 
the Committee on the Present Danger is the 
most persuasive, could take President Truman 
off the hook of congressional criticism of 
Secretary Acheson and the State Department. 


All Support Continuation, 
Would Avoid Duplication. 


All support continuation of the aid pro- 
gram on the proposed scale, -but all suggest 
that-the present administration of the -pro- 
gram by the State Department leads to du- 
plication of effort and overlapping of juris- 
diction. 

As is usual with impartial and rather high- 
brow studies by outside groups, the crude 
politics of the situation are ignored, as are 
the clashes of personalities although these 
are the factors that have great weight with 
Congress. 

‘The President’s request faces heavy going 
because of the Kem amendment to a recent 
supplemental appropriation bill which would 
have greatly restricted present aid if the 
National Security Council had not voided it 
for 90 days. Isolationists and economizers 
are likely to try to put the same restrictions 
in the foreign aid bill. 

Another hurdle the Administration will 
have to jump or go around is the obvious 
hostility in Cangress to Acheson, although 
he would only be nominally in charge of 
the administration of the program. 

The recommendations of the private groups 
could enable the Administration to avoid 
the Acheson-State Department hurdle by set- 
ting up an outside agency—the Committee on 
the Present Danger suggests “Mutual Secur- 
ity Administration”—with the successful Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administration as its 
nucleus, 


Administrative Advantag 
in Addition to Political. 


These proposals have two immediate and 
obvious administrative advantages in addition 
to their political implications. The first 
is that the new administrator would have 
cabinet rank; the second, that the probable, 
selection would be William C. Foster, present 
head of the ECA, who succeeded Paul G. 
Hoffman, 

Under the President’s plan, supervision 
would continue under Thomas D. Cabot, Bos- 
ton industrialist and financier, whose title is 
Director of International Security Affairs, 
and whose rank is only that of a senior 
official in the State Department. Also under 
the President’s plan, which was apparently 
worked up by the Budget Bureau, ECA, now 
an independent agency with a head of cabinet 
rank, would be put under the general juris- 
diction of the State Department. The State 
Department would also continue to have re- 
sponsibility for allotting funds for military 
aid and the Point IV program. 

In his May 24 message, Truman said that 
consideration was being given to place the 
Point IV operations, officially known as the 
Technical Co-operation Administration, under 
the ECA, 

Although administrative details are likely 
to be complicated, status in Washington is 
not. Hoffman, when he was head of the ECA, 
often said that his cabinet rank enabled him 
to settle many jurisdictional conflicts with the 
State Department. With cabinet rank, he 
could demand that an inter-governmental row 
be taken up with the President. The result

A Unicameral Legislature 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial “An Old Missouri 
Story” should provoke sober thought in 
every voter of the state. The fact that 
it is repetitive gives it strength, not 
weakness. law- body is the 
core of democratic government. When 
the core is rotten, as it has been for 
Many years in Missouri, there can be 
little sound health in the government. 

Back of the Assembly, of course, are 
the voters. But voters cannot elect good 
legislators when the only choices are 
between the hack politicians nominated 
by the two parties. You are right in 
saying that more interest in pre-pri- 
mary politics is called for. Voters 
should demand candidates of higher 
ealiber. But mere demand will not pro- 
duce them. Incentives must be provided. 

Increased pay would be a step in the 
right direction, but only a step. The 
fundamental need is that young men 
and women seeking public service as 
an honorable career shall be encouraged 
to offer themselves as candidates for 
the Legislature. The Assembly should 
be the gateway to honor and prestige. 
Under present conditions almost the 
opposite is true. 

Public interest in a Legislature of 
high quality must be sustained, and 
must be focused. on a comparatively 
few candidates. 

It is not reasonable to expect that 
a body of 188 members can command 
the necessary interest. A smaller num- 
ber of members, each chosen under the 
spotlight of wide publicity; salaries 
commensurate with those earned in 
other fields by persons of ability; a 
streamlining of procedures for efficient 
action by the elected body: these, I 
think, are the answer to your question, 
“What can Missouri do about its Legis- 
lature?” 

In one word, a unicameral legisla- 
ture. Some years ago an amendment 
providing for this change came very 
near being adopted by the voters, al- 
though the effort was abandoned as 
premature by the sponsors. The time 
has come, I believe, to make another 
attempt.

These 12 months have actually been a year 
of tremendous achievement that cannot be meas- 
ured by what has happened in Korea. The best 
way to measure it is to ask what the world 
would be like today if the U.N. had not resisted 
aggression a year ago. 

By the soberest calculation it is clear that 
acquiescence in the Korean attack would have 
swiftly encouraged Communist aggression in 
Indochina and Formosa; that all of southeast 
Asia would have been jeopardized; that West- 
ern Europe’s will to defend itself would have 
been dangerously sapped by a demonstration 
that Communist power could succeed. 

What has happened instead? Enormous casual- 
ties have been inflicted on the Communists, the 
myth of a Red wave of the future has been 
dispelled, southeast Asia has been given a new 
chance to work out its own destiny, Western 
Europe has taken heart. In Korea the holding 
action has been negative, but everywhere else 
in the world it has produced great positive 
gains. 

Above all, the holding action has alerted the 
free world to its danger, led to a massive 
acceleration of its defense, and warned the 
Kremlin clearly that new adventures in aggres- 
sion will be met by destructive retaliation. This 
alone should justify all the cares and agonies 
of the past year—for on this and on wise states- 
manship in the future hangs the hope of men 
everywhere that a limited war in Korea will 
help prevent the unlimited war we justly dread. 
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A Servant to Medicine 

Though Dr. Evarts A. Graham is retiring as 
head of the department of surgery at Washing- 
ton University’s School of Medicine, St. Louis 
will continue to benefit from his work.

If the Senate labor subcommittee looking into 
ethics in government really wants to be ef- 
fective, it will start with Congress itself. 
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Civilians Without Defense 
President Truman’s appeal for $535,000,000 
for civil defense goes out to a Congress which 
has shown little appreciation of the problem. 


The $403,000,000 he had requested for the last 
of the present fiscal year, and for funds to 
match state contributions in the coming fiscal 
year, was cut to $186,750,000 by the House Ap- 
propriations committee. Of this, $100,000,000 
was frozen until or unless an enemy attack was 
impending or had already occurred. 

In explanation of its action, the committee 
said radar was more effective than civil defense 
—when Air Force and other military officials 
have said time after time that radar can never 
prevent some planes from getting through and 
dropping their bombs on American cities. Radar 
and civil defense both are essential. 

The committee went on to make the remark- 
able statement that 1951 was the time of great- 
est danger from enemy action, and that since 
civil defense could not be completed in time 
to be ready this year, it could be of no practical 
value! At the same time the committee was 
appropriating funds for long-range military pre- 
paredness. 

State legislatures undoubtedly will be discour- 
aged by the House committee’s action, as the 


‘civil defense administrator, Millard Caldwell, 


said. They may be even more discouraged by 
the impractical reasons which the committee 
advanced in explanation of its actions. 


Through its failure to come to grips with the 
realities of civil defense, Congress has assumed 
a fearful responsibility. This, we should think, 
would be a sobering thought to members of the 
House and Senate. 
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Hysteria vs. Intelligence 

The wild-eyed gusto with which congressional 
investigators have been going through the most 
confidential records now confronts the State 
Department with a new and serious problem: 

If reports on Soviet Communist activities and 
objectives are to be published, if their authors 
are to be brought under suspicion and even 
hounded out of their jobs, how is the Govern- 
ment to obtain reliable information? 

James Reston, diplomatic correspondent of 
The New York Times, recalls how John Carter 
Vincent, Walton Butterworth, John Service and 
other Foreign Service officers have had their 
careers blighted because they sought to provide

folly. In this latest of his many 
booklets, embodying the North 
Law Lectures which he de- 
livered in May at Franklin and 
Marshall College, he draws an- 
other indictment of the nega- 
tive policy of containment. 

The case for our present pol- 
icy of rebuilding Germany as 
a member of the Western al- 
liance has been well stated in 
the May issue of Harper’s by 
John Fischer. Essentially the 
case rests on the belief that 
Germany, as potenfially the 
strongest power in Europe, 
must be either on our side or 
on Russia’s. 

Any attempt to neutralize 
Germany in a military sense, 
Mr. Fischer holds, is bound to 
fail. A “neutral” Germany 
would immediately become the 
target of a Soviet attempt to 
capture it. In the showdown, 
Russia could offer to return 
Germany's lost Eastern prov- 
inces, and this would be so ir- 
resistible politically that Ger- 
many would have to accept, 
thereby giving Russia command 
of the continent through ac- 
cess to the industry of the 
Ruhr. 

x * *& 


HE assumption here is that 

we can only stop the Soviet 

capture of Germany by cap- 
turing Germany ourselves. But 
Mr. Warburg argues that the 
conditions upon which the West 
Germans might become reliable 
military allies are those which 
would make France unwilling to 
fight. The West Germans will 
fight, he says, only to recap- 
ture the Eastern provinces. 
Since a dominant Germany re- 
mains France's strongest fear, 
France is unlikely to fight side 
by side with the Germans to 
re-establish that dominance. 


FLYING SAUCERS 


German and French rearma- 
ment, he says, do not comple- 
ment one another; they cancel 
each other out. 

Mr. Warburg's strongest 
point is his belief that the 
Germans, once rearmed, would 
not be content to serve our 
purposes but would 
serve their own. That is what 
the official doctrine refuses to 
admit. Mr. Fischer, for example, 
argues that a “neutralized” Ger- 
many would play off the East 
against the West, and so might 
capture the continental balance 
of power. A remilitarized West- 
ern Germany, however, could 
be expected to do the same, 
and do it with the added bar- 
gaining strength of military 
power. Russia could spring its 
“booby trap” of returning the 
Eastern provinces just as ef- 
fectively for a remilitarized 
Western Germany as for a 
neutralized Germany. 

2.2.2 

HE best way out of the 

dilemma remains that of 

keeping Germany militarily 
weak by common consent of 
East and West. This is why Mr. 
Warburg advocates that we have 
another try—particularly if a 
Big Four conference comes off 
-—at re-establishing our 1945 
policy for a unified, democratic, 
demilitarized Germany. 

Much of “Victory Without 
War” deals with the long-range 
positive goals Mr. Warburg 
would have wus pursue. He 
would have the United States 
take the lead in transforming 
the U.N. into a world govern- 
ment and initiating a U.N. pro- 
gram of economic development. 
When he argues that the mere 
adoption of world government 
as a goal would vitalize our 
policy, he is not convincing. 
There can be no peace without 
disarmament, he says, and no 
disarmament without world gov- 
ernment. Yet he admits that 
world government without Rus- 
sia would still leave disarma- 
ment impossible. If the kind of 
world government we are likely 
to achieve will not bring dis- 
armament and peace, why not 
devote our energies to more 
immediate problems of policy?

T certainly will be interesting 

to see if it’s true what they 

say about Bill Veeck. For 
marry weeks it has been known 
generally that Bill would take 
over the Browns one of these 
days and whehever we encoun- 
tered‘ newspaper men who had 
seen Veeck at work, they'd say, 
“It’s really going to be some- 
thing, to have Veeck in your 
town.” 
Bill Veeck grew up around 
Wrigley Field in Chicago. His 
father, a former baseball writer, 
had been president of the Cubs, 
so young Bill was close to 
baseball. He also apparently 
made some valuable contacts 
as he grew up. When he was 
old enough to get into the 
business he had no difficulty 
arranging financial backing for 
any venture. His first fling 
was at Milwaukee, where he 
started building his reputation 
for showmanship. 

Then Bill moved to the 
American League. He inter- 
ested associates in “buying the 
Cleveland Indians and on the 
record of what happened to the 
bal) club under Bill's direction, 
he zow has the reputation of 
having a magic baseball touch. 
Cleveland baseball fans rallied 
for Veeck and the Indians. The 
club established new attendance 
records, won the 1948 pennant 
and defeated the Braves in the 
world series. 

If you'd ask Veeck now what 
he planned to do to rally St. 
Louis fans to the support of the 
American League club here, he 
probably would have no blue 
print. But he’s one of those 
promoters who get ideas as 
they go along. 

Reviving the Browns ought 
not to be too big 2 job. Veeck 
will have enough financial back- 
ing to throw ircash if money 
is needed to complete a trade. 
The Browns will be able to 
compete for bonus ball players. 
There will be new faces, a new 
deal. There will be the noise 
of things being done. The De- 
Witts did the best they could. 
But to keep things going, to 
make the Browns approximate 
a going concern, until they 
could sell and take a capital 
gain—their only possible course 
—they had to sell a capital as- 
set occasionally. Veeck will be 
adding assets. The fans will 
like that. 

Of course, improving a ball 
club is one thing. Winning a 
pennant is another. And to 
make the Browns a profitable 
venture, the club will have to 
move into a contending position 
within a reasonable time and at 
least make a serious bid for a 
flag. And Phil Wrigley. Tom 
Yawkey and V’alter O. Briggs 
will tell you how difficult it is 
to buy a pennant. 


$750,000 Loan Just 
A Breeze for Veeck. 


HORTLY after the announce- 
ment of Veeck’s option to 
buy the Browns, we had a 
telephone call from Lyall Smith, 
sports editor of the Detroit 


for many years in 

Lyall didn’t want any informa- 
tion. He just called to tell us 
what a great guy Veeck was, 
if we didn’t happen to know. 
We asked Smith if he could 
answer one question. Some St. 
Louis people might believe that 
Veeck was coming here for a 
quick cup of coffee, a splurge 
with the Browns, a resale of 
the club and a capital gain. 
Would Veeck do here what he 
did in Cleveland? 

“No, I believe Veeck will be 
with you for a long time,” 
Smith replied. “I really believe 
he'll make his home there, get 
his roots into St. “Wouis soil and 
stay put. I don't believe he 
considers this a quick promo- 
tion.” 

Smith went on to tell some 
stories of Veeck’s magic and 
contacts. 

“He was here in Detroit back 
in May,” Smith told us, “and I 
happened to be able to see one 
of his transactions. He dropped 
in to visit Charles T. Fisher, a 
Detroit banker, who also is 
treasurer of the Detroit Tigers. 
He mentioned casually that he 
was interested in a loan. Fisher 
asked him how much he want- 
ed. Veec $750,000. Fisher 
said he was @orry he couldn't 
handle the thing himself, but 
he was treasurer of the Detroit 
club and he didn’t want to 
figure in a deal involving the 
Browns. So Fisher called up a 
New York banker and arranged 
the $750,000 loan for Veeck by 
telephone. A pretty fair coun- 
try hand at raising money, 
wouldn't you say?”

F you ask Cleveland observ- 
| ers just what Veeck did with 

the Indians, to make the cash 
customers storm the gates, no- 
body puts a finger on any one 
move or policy. Perhaps the 
big thing about Veeck in Cleve- 
land was that he always thought 
in terms of the fans. For in- 
stance he had an idea that a 
change in managers might help. 
He seemed te be about to fire 
and trade Lou Boudreau. But 
the fans heard about it, raised 
a rumpus and Veeck, listening 
to the cash customers, took 
their advice and kept Boudreau. 
He always said that was thé best 
thing that happened to him at 
Cleveland, for Boudreau had a 
great personal year, and led the 
Indians to the pennant and 
world title. 

No baseball operator ever had 
better public or press relations 
than Veeck. The nearest to him, 
perhaps a man with equally 
good relations, is Phil Wrigley. 
But Wrigley has stayed aloof 
from the fans. Veeck, florid- 
faced and curly haired, mingles 
with the crowd, just another fan 
himself. We've known Bill and 
known him for many years. And 
in all that time we've never met 
‘anybody who knew Bill with-

And after purchasing all this, 
a jockey is still not through. 
There’s the valet to pay.

a It now appears virtually certain 
that the Missouri Conservation 
Commission will permit an “any 
deer” season in a few sel 
counties this year. This column 
disclosed recently that the com- 
mission had such a move under 
consideration because of the 
state’s growing deer herd. 

An “any deer” season means 
that a hunter may kill a doe or 
(‘a buck. For a number of years 
Missouri, along with many other 
states, restricted deer shooting to 
bucks. But deer have been on 
the increase here and elsewhere, 
and gafne commissioners decided 
that a relaxation of regulations 
would be in the interest of good 
The size of the 
herd must be kept within limita- 


| tions of the range. 
| West Virginia recently dropped 


the buck law and the change was 
accepted with wholesale approval 
by sportsmen. Maine has never 
had a buck law, but its deer herd 
has thrived. 

Most hunters who go into the 
field during Missouri’s season 
have never bagged a whitetail, 
and some, seeing a deer, will fire 
first then look to see if it’s a 
buck or doe. If the hunter finds 
he illegally shot a doe, he departs 
leaving 
the dead or wounded animal be- 
Under an “any deer” reg- 
ulation, this would not happen.

When he started his church, Ed 
Henslee didn't think much about 
tolerance one way or another. He 
was quite aware that in Dickson 
county in his younger days as in 
many other counties, where there 
were few Catholics and little was 
known about them, dark things 
were whispered and believed 
about the church. He took it for 
granted the .church would be 
resented. 

But when the new building 
was dedicated last Sunday, it was 
plain to see that Henslee had ac- 
complished far more than just the 
fulfillment of his vow. He had 
brought to the surface a spirit of 
unity and tolerance new to him 
and his church will stand as more 
than a monument to St. Christo- 
pher, to whom it was dedicated. 
It will also stand as a monument 
to a new and enlightened era in 
Central Tennessee. 

The story of Ed Henslee’s 
chureh really goes back 59 years 
to the day when Henslee was 
born in this little Tennessee com- 
munity. It’s a town of 4000 peo- 
ple now. but then it was just a 
wide place in the road. 

Henslee was born under a 
cloud of intolerance. His father, 
the local doctor, had been con- 
verted to Catholicism shortly be- 
fore he died. But such was the 
sentiment in the community that 
the rest of the family kept it a 
secret. 

Ed Henslee was raised by a 
stepfather, a good man but a 
fundamentalist like nearly every- 
one else in the community. Ed 

ent to public school in ek gee 
then to the local high school 
to Webb college, a small prepara- 
tory school in Bell Buckle, Tenn. 
It was while he was at Webb that 
he decided to become a lawyer. 

He then went to Cumberland 
college at Lebanon, Tenn., where

He became a lawyer for the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad, and 
later went, into practice for hime 
self. He now heads a large firm. 

About 30 years ago Henslee, 
like his father before him, be- 


came a convert to the Catholic. 


Church. During the intervening 
years he suffered from his act as 
far as family relationships are 
concerned. Some of his relatives, 
when he called, quietly closed the 
door in his face. 

Despite religious differences 
with his family, however, he 
loved the town and the country 
where he was born, and frequent- 
ly visited there. Some eight 
years ago he bought a country 
home near Dickson. This he has 
made into the showplace of the 
countryside. The dwelling itself 
is large stone lodge surrounded 
by a half dozen shining white 
barns and hundreds of green 
acres, on which a herd of 350-

There has been much talk about 
lawsuits involving too much rain 
at the wrong times. 

The western dispute surround- 
ing “The Rainmaker of the Rock- 
ies” extends as far east as the 
halls of Congress, where a bill 
to control artificial rainmaking 
attempts is in the committee hear- 
ing stage. 

Dr. Krick, whose knowledge of 
weather was used by planners in 
setting the date for the Allied in- 
vasion of Europe in World War 
II, isn’t worried about the contro- 
versy. He says he expects law 
suits because he is pioneering in 
a new field. And he says he is 


confident that the results of his 


big-scale cloud-seeding experi- 
ment will do the answering for 
him. 

There is no parallel in history 
for the experiment in rainmak- 
ing Dr. Krick is conducting from 
the paneled second-floor office of 
hi8’ two-story headquarters build- 
ing here in Denver. 

The Water Resources Develop- 
ment Corp. which Dr. Krick heads 
now holds contracts with various 
farm, ranch and civic groups for 
experiments in making rain fall 
more than usual this summer in 
15 Western states, plus parts of 
Mexico and El Salvador. The area 
involved is roughly half of the 
nation.

His 200- 
client weather forecasting service 
for private industry has taken a 
back seat to\his rainmaking ac- 


tivities. 
T houses Krick’s headquarters is 

jammed with scientific ex- 
perts and data. He has in his 
possession detailed weather rec- 
ords stretching back 50 years. 
Four teletype machines pour’ a 
steady stream of world weather 
data into his office. The latest 
in computing devices, plus 28 
meteorologists, 10 research tech- 
nicians and many lesser helpers, 
back up Dr. Krick’s lifetime of 
weather study. 


Dr. Krick is staking that life- 
time of study and his reputation 
as a top meteorologist on this: 

He believes that the proper 
amount of silver iodide sent sky- 
ward into a cloudy air stream at 
the proper time can make that 
cloudy air stream dump more rain 
than it otherwise would have— 
and dump it where he wants it. 

“You can assure the public— 
and the sports writers—that there 
will be no increase in the num- 
ber of rainy days this summer,” 
he tells reporters. “And you can 
announce that the drouth is end- 
ing this summer.” 

The fans who accuse him of 
plotting rain-out ruin this sum- 
mer for everything from baseball 
to rodeos and plain looking-at- 
the scenery are Krick’s top heck- 
lers. He ranks in second place 
among his hecklers the people 
who claim he will touch off floods 
and cloudbursts and those who 
insist that if he makes more rain 
fall in Colorado, for instance, he’s 
certain to be robbing Kansas or 
Nebraska of moisture. 

“We can't make it rain,” Krick 
says over and over. “We don’t 
claim we can make it rain. It’s 
not true that we turn on a gener- 
many and, presto, it starts rain-

achieve, is to smooth out the rain- 
fall pattern and to end both the 
cloudy days when only scattered 
showers fall and the awful days 
in the west when flash flood rains 
touch off ruin. He says he can 
even prevent the widespread hail 
disasters which strike in at least 
one western sector each summer.

T won't rain in western 
America this summer on 
any days when it wouldn't 
have rained—some at least—any- 
way, without our efforts,” he says. 
“But the rains that fall will de- 
posit more moisture, and they'll 
do it in a gentle, soaking fashion.” 


Dr. Krick’s 93 generators are 
located at spots he regards as 
strategic for rain-making pur- 
poses based on his study of 
weather records dating back to 
1900 for all 15 states in which he 
is operating. 

He moves the generators as the 
seasons change. The ten mobile

are rushed in as reserves when a 
“favorable situation” arises. 


Dr. Krick and his men speak of 
“target areas.” They talk about 
making it rain more in specific 
spots where farm and ranch 
groups sponsoring and paying for 
the Krick experiment are located. 
To hit. these targets, Dr. Krick 
uses a telephone network to alert 
standby crews to turn on gener- 
ators and “start seeding” to make 
it rain more than it might have 
hours later up to 200 miles away.

O worried sports fans and pro- 
moters, Dr. Krick has offered 
this proposition: 

“We can provide a specialized 
weather forecasting service and 
tell them when it’s going to rain 
them out well in advance. Then 
they can buy rain insurance.” 

Dr. Krick’s long-range weather 
forecasts are widely used by big 
business. His customers range 
from people wanting to know the 
right low-water moment to lay a 
pipeline across a river to people 
gambling on an early strawberry 
crop in Louisiana. 

The New Mexico drouth, worst 
in 25 years in that area, isn’t wor- 
rying the Krick organization. 
Federal forecasters have said the 
famed Rio Grande will be bone 


* dry by September “unless a mir- 


acle happens.” The entire state 
has been declared a drouth dis- 
aster loan area by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Ancient 
wells, always known to flow free- 
ly, are dry. The Navajo Indians 
are praying for rain as their 
flocks of sheep grow thin and 
weak on the seared range. 


Dr. Krick says that the state , 


will have “lots of rain” caused by 
his generators in July, August 
and September. And he adds that 
he knows he is staking his repu- 
tation on that forecast. He says 


- he would have refused to sign 


rain-increase contra¢ts with New 
Mexico organizations had his 
long-range weather forecasts in- 
dicated there was no chance to 


' break the drouth there. 


He says he has not solicited 
a single one of the contracts that 
have come to him. Moreover, he 
says he has turned down con- 
tracts in areas where his data 
indicates no power on earth could 
snap a drouth or increase rain- 
fall to “economically beneficial 
proportions.” 

Dr. Krick is not alarmed at 
charges that he is securing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
from rain-hungry rural folks and 
giving them in return only “prom- 
ises and a few dollars of sky- 
borne silver iodide.” His records 
show that his contracts call for 
payments of 1 to 3 cents per 
acre per year for increased rain- 
fall. Some big contracts cover- 
ing 12,000,000 acres or more 
average one-half cent per acre. 
Some contracts carry clau un- 
der which the payment is small 
unless a guaranteed amount of 
extra rain falls before a certain 
date. 

“That's pretty cheap water,” 
says Dr. Krick. 

To those who point to the mil- 
lions of acres (more than 200,- 
000,000) he has under contract at 
one-half to 3 cents per acre 
to prove he’s making a fortune, 
Dr. Krick points right back to 
his two-story Denver headquar- 
ters building, leased for 15 years 
because he has faith in the fu-

operators start a fire in the re-- 


tort by dumping in charcoal, a 
quick-starting liquid containing 
kerosene, and a match. The bat- 
tery turns a chain-ratchet mech- 
anism which feeds lumps of char- 
coal into the blaze in a small, 
steady stream. The stuff burns 
at 3500 degrees Fahrenheit and 
the silver iodide streams out the 
sides of the box as vapor, shoot- 
ing toward the _ stratosphere. 
When it hits the proper cloud at 
the proper moment it causes rain 
to fall. 

“The natural nucleating (rain- 
causing) elements in the atmos- 
phere work at lower temperatures 
than silver iodide,” says Dr. 
Krick. “That’s why we can touch 
off more widespread, wetter rain- 
falls than nature can.” 

Competition? Of course there 
will be competition, says Dr. 
Krick. 

“Anyone can buy silver iodide 
and, once we prove this works, 
there will be a host of charlatans 
and some sincere scientists in the 
field.” 

But he’s not worried:

says. “We'll know where and 
when to seed and how much silver 
iodide to use. .The rest will be 
guessing, for the most part.” 

Dr. Krick says It’s impossible to 
rob rainfall from one state to 
dump it on another. And he says 
the courts and science will back 
him up, if there's a test in the 
courts, 

The charge that his generators 
killed pine trees near Estes Park, 
Colo., caused Dr. Krick no night- 
mares. His nearest generator was 
90 miles away and scientists at 
Colorado A. & M. college found 
no silver iodide when they put 
specimens of the dead branches 
through a spectrograph. 

“It would make more sense,” 
says Dr. Krick, “for someone to 
say that all the smoke from all 
the cigarettes consumed in this 
country every day was killing 
trees. We know nicotine is harm- 
ful. 
smokers make a lot more smoke 
every day than my generators 
do.” 


Dr. Krick calls his “cloud milk- 
ing” technique artificial nuclea- 
tion. He admits he’s a pioneer 
and he merely smiles when the 
United States weather bureau an- 
nounces, as it does from time to 
time, that artificial rainmaking 
doesn’t work.

About 8,000 
feet of 16mm. film were shot on 
the voyage and the edited ver- 
sion contains all the outstand- 
ing highlights and most inter- 
esting parts of the _ pictorial 
record. 


The highest point on deck was 
only 18 inches above sea level in 
calm weather and there was al- 
ways mist and spray, and oc- 
casionally bathtub loads of wa- 
ter poured into our cabin. Our 
camera equipment was kept in 
waterproof bags in which was a 
chemical to absorb water. We 
could not leave the camera out-

The lack of a steady 
oundation also made filming a 
very awkward procedure.

Stress on Soil Conservation. 
At this point Matzke told of 


the large demafid in Nebraska for 
technical aid in soil conservation 
methods. He said: “Farmers are 
asking if there is not too much 
emphasis on the incentive pay- 
ment pregram of the Production 
Marketing Administration and too 
little on the technical assistance 
program of the Soil Conservation 
Service.” 

PMA and SCS are separate and 
virtually rival bureaus of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Matzke 
thus brought into the open an old 
quarrel over soil control practices. 
He showed sympathy for the SCS 
method and told how Nebraska 
farmers pushed conservation in- 
stallations under SCS advice even 
when PMA funds for sharing the 
cost ran out. He said farmers 
felt some of the practices for 
which PMA makes cash grants 
are not true conservation devices. 

Many farmers,. he went on, are 
removing small farm dams built 
with PMA help and are putting 
in various practices fostered by 
SCS. He was critical of various 
phases of PMA activity. 

Water: Use Priorities. 

Matzke told of the growth of 
local watershed associations, such 
as one for the Little Salt-Wahoo 
basin, of which he is secretary. 
Such organizations, he related, 
want their local development co- 
ordinated into the Interagency 
program for the whole Missouri 
basin, but with these priorities for 
water use: 

1. For crops and replenishing 
ground water supply. 

2. For ce irrigation. 

3. For power production if, it 
does not conflict with the fore- 


going uses. 

4. Flood control storage that 
will destroy as little good land 
as possible.

You may be surprised to hear it: 


studies by a distinguished U.S. anthro- 
pologist indicate that, as a 1951 American, you're 
probably a pretty romantic Romeo—or Juliet. 

We Americans, says the University of Califor- 
nia’s Dr. Edwin M. Loeb, have become the most 
romantic lovers in the world. 

Not even the French can compete. 

Our romantic feelings, says Dr. Loeb, are a 
“modern improvement” that has come with civil- 
ization. Today in many lands there is:still little 
romance. But we Americans have glorified it— 
and are teaching it (via movies, music and GI’s) 
to the rest of the world. We're even re-teaching it 
to Europe, where we first learned it! 

Why are we so romantic? It’s because in Amer- 
ica we put high value on love and affection. We 
make them hard to get—and keep. You have to 
work pretty hard before you can afford to marry 
—and during that period of hard work—and wait- 
ing—you become biologically frustrated. 

And romance, says Dr. Loeb, feeds on frustra- 
tion--and on decent living. 

Dr. and Mrs. Loeb have lived with some of the 
world’s most primitive tribes. They’ve been study- 
ing man’s romantic customs for years, and plan 
years more of research. 

And they’ve found: . 

If you lived in a primitive jungle and didn’t 
have to work to support a family, you might get 
married the day you came “of age.” 

But there would be no romance in your life. 

The plain fact is: marriage and love would be 
too easy to get! 

It was only when man began working to save 
money—and marriage had to wait—that the June 
moon began to shine with a honey glow. 

All this began many centuries ago—-when men 
in the Swiss Alps and elsewhere first began to 
own cattle. Smart fathers-in-law began to tell 
ambitious young men: 

“No, son; you can’t marry Jenny until you own 
enough cattle to support her.” 

THAT was the first time stars appeared in your 
eyes—and in Jenny’s. 

And THAT was when romance began. 


- Even Living Today Is Romantic 


ODAY, Says Dr. Loeb, Americans are riding the 
crest of a great wave of romantic living. We 
demand romantic plays and stories, dress roman- 
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A budding romance. Why do we Americans have such strong romantic tendencies ? 
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tically, shape our lives toward a romantic climax. 
Romance begins in the teens, runs to ald age. 

We begin early to dance beneath soft lights, 
flirt, steal kisses, write love letters. All American 
kids—and a good many adults—hold hands, carve 
their initials with heart-signs. American hus- 
bands have spent billions of hard-earned dollars 
for flowers, candy, jewelry, perfume. Valentine’s 
Day is a great national occasion. 

To you, all this spells romance, which Dr. Loeb 
and the other experts define as: imagination plus 
sentiment and adventure. 

But several other things help keep romance 
alive: 

*% The novels and stories you read; newspapers 
and magazines, too. Even advertisements! 
*% . Movies and television. 

Movies, Dr. Loeb feels, have done much to 
develop your feeling of romance. But, he says, 
they often give romance a false emphasis. 

“They deal too often with the poor girl who 
marries the rich man,” he says. “Poor people 
do not often marry rich people successfully. 
Romance thrives best between people of simi- 
lar tastes and training. The movies like to 
teach us the opposite.” 

Dr. Loeb feels the movies should not play 
up adultery (which destroys romance). 

* The legitimate stage. 
*% The new songs you hear every day. 


Those Songs You Hum 


7 A CURIOUS THING about those “new” songs 
you hum: they aren’t new at all. 

Back in tribal days, when a young couple began 
to be star-eyed, they sang to each other. Know 
what they sang? They sang songs just like today’s 
“It’s a Lovely Day,” or “Some Enchanted Eve- 
ning,” or “Beautiful Ohio” or “Blue Skies.” 

Furthermore, they sang just as our heroes and 
heroines do in today’s best musicals. 

It all started this way, says Dr. Loeb: 

% The man sang two lines about how beautiful 
nature was. He didn’t sing about the Ohio, but 
he might have sung about the Danube River. 


-% Then the girl sang two lines back to him, tell- 


ing him she, too, thought the Danube was nice. 

*% Finally he got around to the subject. He sang 
that he thought she was pretty nice, herself. 

*% She obliged with two more lines which, in 
effect, said: ‘““That goes for you, too.” 


You Still Bundie Today

LL THIS ROMANCE, says Dr. Loeb, is a funny 
thing. It disappears when you become pro- 


miscuous. 
Take bundling, for instance. Bundling is neck- 


ing—with chastity. As such it was the earliest ac- 
cepted form of romance in America. 


Great Lover? 


things modern researchers are discovering about your romantic feelings... 


Bundling began far back in tribal times, when 
young lovers were allowed to bundle (i.e. occupy 
the same bed, fully clothed). But if either party 
overstepped, punishment by tribal laws resulted. 

Today we still bundle chastely in modern ways 
(dancing, hay-rides, sleigh-rides, even automo- 


_ bile-necking—except when immoral). But when 


bundling becomes promiscuous, the same old 
punishment is still there. You may not be pun- 
ished by law—but you're punished by losing 
romance, says Dr, Loeb. 

True bundling, he feels, since it is frustrating, 
keeps romance alive and, like true romance, dis- 
courages immorality. 

Dr. Loeb summarizes the history of romance in 
a paper published recently in “Anthropos,” the 
international review of ethnology and linguis- 
tics. He reports: 

“The devout Dutch and equally devout Puritan 
fathers shut their eyes to the biological urge of 
the younger generation, but only so far as bun- 
dling was conducted in a spirit of gravity. For 
dancing and the love song there was no toler- 
ance.” 

It was under such stern auspices, he says, that 
romantic courtship entered the U.S. 


is Romance Good for You? 


HAT ABOUT this romantic age in which Ameri- 
cans are living? Is it good? Or bad? 

Dr. Loeb is positive in his answer: “It’s one of 
the greatest things about us,” he says. 

“It’s the reason Americans are so bursting with 
energy. It’s what holds many happy homes—and 
communities—together. 

“The Russians don’t have it. They've tried to 
rule it out—and that can only hasten their down- 
fall.” 

Americans are democratic. They believe in an 
equality of relationship between man and woman, 
not in a master and slave or “inferior” and “su- 
perior” relationship which still exists in many 
other countries. This brings the element of com- 
panionship to American romance which is last- 
ing and sentimental, and just doesn’t enter into 
relationships in less democratic countries. 


What Keeps Romance Alive? 


OW CAN YoU use romance to stay happy? 

In the first place, Dr. Loeb feels, keeping 
romance alive is essential. Lack of it makes you 
materialistic. 

You must recognize that romance is a sense of 
private property in its most intense form. There- 
fore, it thrives, above all, on faithfulness. 

Men, Dr. Loeb has found, are usually (not al- 
ways) more romantic than women—and a wife 
should strive to keep alive the feeling of romance 
her husband has. He may never admit it but he 


still sees the halo cast about her by that old June 
moon. ) 
rapidly to life's problems than men. 

“They usually take more hard knocks,” he says. 

Women who at the age of 17 or 18 are “in- 
tensely romantic,” he says, later on tend to be- 

“Yet women who fancy themselves ultra- 
sophisticated don't often have happy marriages,” 
Dr. Loeb adds. 

“A man is always more venturesome. A man 
tends to be perpetually young—and it takes a lot 
to drive romance out of him. Women, who mature 
faster, should remember this.” 

To keep romance alive takes a certain amount 
of naivete, says Dr. Loeb. He hastens to add: . .. 
but not too much. ; 


Por the husband and wite to want to keep allve 
the glow of romance, Dr. Loeb’s research suggests 
these practical tips: 
> Live simply and avoid debts. Debts, after mar- 
riage, destroy romance. 
>» Love your children — who are the fruition of 
romance. Work actively to share family love with 
them. 
>» Develop new interests once in a while-—litera- 
ture, drama, arts, crafts, church activities. 
>» Travel together. Get away from household 
routines, even for a few hours. Try outdoor sports. 
> Husbands should never forget that old, old 
rule: women love the unexpected—flowers, candy, 
a phone <all from the office for a date. 

» Get away from each other occasionally for a 
day or two. But always be faithful! 
>» Above all, keep out of a rut. Ruts ruin romance. 

As an American, will you always be as roman- 
tic as you are now? 

In France, after an extremely romantic era, 
men and women swung into a period of extreme 
realism. 

“It could happen to us,” says Dr. Loeb. : 

“But with so many romantic songs, movies, 
plays and books in our daily lives, it’s hard to 
see how we Americans can lose our great roman- 
tic feelings very soon!” *

HERE'S GOOD NEWS FOR PETS! 


By LAWRENCE GALTON 


HAT PET OF Yours — whether 

it’s a dog, cat, canary, or 

only a goldfish—may soon be 

healthier and sleeker than 
ever before. 

The secret: new uses for the 
“wonder drugs” — aureomycin and 
terramycin — as additions to food. 

Tests still being made, one au- 
thority says, already have “blown 
the lid off the realm of animal 
nutrition ...” : 

And common animal diseases 
have been virtually eliminated by 
the drugs. 

Here is the report of a dog-owner 

who made the test-—Chief Abe 
Stern, of the Ramapo Police De- 
partment, Rockland County, N. Y. 
A breeder of thoroughbred blood- 
hounds, Stern took four pups from 
a litter of eight and put them on 
an aureomycin-fortified diet. 
@ At4'~ months, the aureomycin- 
fed pups averaged 64 pounds, two 
pounds heavier than bloodhounds 
normally weigh at six months. 

Similar tests with other pets, all 
the way from delicate tropical fish 
to horses, have shown the same re- 
sults. 


Work Wonders 


CIENCE still doesn’t know why 
the drugs—generally known as 
antibiotics—have such astonishing 
effects. According to one theory, 
they kill off organisms in the intes- 
tinal tract which, though harmless 
in themselves, give off toxins that 
interfere with growth. 

However the antibiotics may 
work, there is no doubting their 
effects. Here are some of the things 
they are already promising: 

@ Faster growing (and therefore 
cheaper) poultry, meat and fish. 
@ Budget-price, domestically 
raised wildfowl on family tables.

Porkers are ready for market— 
weighing a full 200 pounds—two 
months earlier. Savings run as 
high as 40 pounds of feed per pig. 

The antibiotics cut down dras- 
tically on mortality for all young 
animals. About 5% of young pork- 
ers die normally. With drugs, the 
death rate is practically zero. 

A company. which raises rainbow 
trout for restocking streams tried 
the test by putting 500 in one 
trough and 500 in another. The 
latter, which got antibiotics, not 


only grew faster but were livelier. 


At the end of a few weeks, only 30 | 


(6%) had died. Among the un- 
treated fish, 140 (28%) died. 
Hard-to-raise pheasants, mal- 
lard and Chinese ducks, guinea 
hens and wild turkeys thrive so 
well it may soon be possible to make 
them occasional family treats.

This once noble sport has now fallen 
to such low estate that the old masters 
wouldn't recognize it at all.

@ Another called Hairy the Ape enters 
the ring in a cage. Last year Hairy so 
offended a small New Jersey town that 
the town council passed a law forbid- 
ding his return.

Is all this really wrestling? 

Professional “wrestling” today, the 
old-timers say, is one percent wrestling 
and 99 percent ham acting. It is prob- 
ably the only athletic activity of any 
kind in which the best facial muscles 
win. There are no longer any real 
champions, and many ‘wrestlers’ 
spend more time perfecting snarls, 
grimaces and animal howls than they 
do toe holds or body slams.

They rehearse 
locks and roundhouse blows that look 
like they would kill an opponent but 
are often as painful as a Swedish 
massage. They learn to take body slams 
noisily but painlessly—by letting their 
feet hit first. They learn how to sock 
the other guy in the jaw in the best 
Hollywood manner. They know, too, 
how to clutch their own faces as if in 
great pain when the other guy “slugs” 
back. 

In colleges and YMCA’s, legitimate 
wrestling is still practiced—and by to- 
day’s standards, it’s dull stuff indeed, 
being entirely devoid of piercing 
shrieks, hearty burps, and awful 
grunts. The troubie with the amateurs 
is: they really wrestle. 

To the few devoted fans who follow 
the amateurs or who remember the 
real wrestlers of another generation, 
today’s pros are either (1) plain foolish 
or (2) downright revolting. But to mil- 
lions of others, they’re wonderful. 

Why? 


“Today’s wrestling,” says Dennis 
James, Dumont’s wrestling telecaster, 
“is full of high action—and low comedy. 
You can’t beat a combination like 


that.”

Those close to wrestling wince when 
this question is asked. Then they deny 
it. But the experts all agree on one 
thing: all the “punishment” you see 
rarely hurts anyone. If a wrestler is 
really getting hurt, he usually lets the 
other guy know by squeezing his arm 
or leg. 

When an opponent feels this squeeze, 
he usually lets go. Rarely does a wres- 
tler get genuinely mad at his foe. 

Do they rehearse their stunts to- 
gether in advance? Well, most of them 
have been in the act so long they don’t 
have to rehearse. In most cases wres- 
tlers know they can trust each other. 


No Blood at All 


can’t always trust the audience, 
however. Often, when wrestlers 
leave the ring, the customers greet 
them with dark curses, fists, hat pins 
and chair legs. 

“No,” said one old rassler, shaking 
his head, “it ain’t wrestling the way I 
remember it. For one thing, wrestlers 
don’t bleed anymore. 

“You take Strangler Lewis. He 
whipped Jim Londos 20 times—and he 
bled a quart every time he done it. 
But — these 1951 wrestlers — there just 
ain’t no blood in them at all!”
